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Computer Rates 
Still Puzzling 
County Officials

We don't know if we are being overcharged-we don't 


even know what we're paying for," has been the despairing cry 
of many county department heads about the charges for data 
processing done by the city. 


Some department heads feel they are being overcharged 


for the processing of information by computer equipment- 
others o>ntend the cost isn't too high for what services 'are 
provided. 


But all agree that they have no idea what the city data 


processing charges are based on. And dissatisfaction ted some 
department heads to seek estimates from outside firms and 
the city to create a new lower rate schedule. 


Flat Rate In Past 


In the past, every department—dty and county— was 


assigned a total flat rate for data processing because the city 
had no way to monitor individual jobs and departmental com- 


• puter times. 


"Before we had no way to know if the sum was equitable 


or not," said Dean Block, manager of the city's data 
processing department. 


And for the past two years the total rate for each depart- 


ment was merely increased by 10% to take care of increasing 
costs. 


If the city didn't know what the rates were based on, the 


five county department heads who used the computers service 
had even less of an idea. And so the dissatisfaction grew. 


But the city was a step ahead. 
Under a new fee system which is the result of a month- 


long study, charges effective Jury 1 will now be based on actual 
usage. 


Some Up, Some Down 


As a result, some departments which have been un- 


dercharged under the previous flat rate system will see sub- 
stantial increases in data processing costs, while others may 
see their costs lowered. 


For example, Lincoln Electric System (LES) which paid 


$153,503 last fiscal year will be spending a projected $222,935 
this year. And this cost could go as high as $260,000, according 
to Block. 


Part of the increased cost is explained by increased usage, 


but part is because LES probably was undercharged in past 
years although this is impossible to determine since there were 
no means for keeping (rack of previous usage, Block said. 


Another department which expects to see a sizable data 


processing cost rise under the new rate system is Clerk of the 


, District Court. 


Last year's $14,190 data processing cost is expected to 


jump to about $25,755 for the same service. And this figure 
does not include the proposed new child support system. 


So Court Clerk Kandra Hahn started looking around for 


comparable figures from outside firms, and has a $17,500 es- 
timate from a Grand Island firm for her entire program in- 
cluding the child support system. 


She said she doesn't anticipate having the work done by a 


private firm this year but is not ruling out the possibility in the 
future. 


Government Inefficiency Cited 


Some people in local government contend that govern- 


ment can never provide the service at as low a price as private 
enterprise because of "inefficiency hi government." 


And Block admits that the multiplicity of services which 


government must provide means some decrease in efficiency. 


But the current rates used by the city will probably drop 


as more departments seek mere data processing service. In- 
creased usage means increased efficiency and lower costs, 
Block said. 


The state has proven the truth of this concept. Despite in- 


creased costs, the state data processing rates have decreased 
substantially since the department was established eight years 
ago, said Ernie F.ovaly, head of state data processing. 


And Kovaly questions whether work can actually be done 


more cheaply by private enterprise than by government. 


Government Nonprofit 


The fact that government doesn't pay taxes and does not 


have to make a profit cuts costs, he said. 


Some state departments in early years shopped around for 


data processing work but could find no place which could do 
the job cheaper than the state, Kovaly said. 


And today the state rates on those kinds of items which 


can be easily compared are by far the cheapest—under both 
private enterprise and other tax supported data processing 
departments. 


The current rate schedule proposed by City Data 


Processing compares favorably with rates used by private 
enterprise. 


The city's $6.92 per hour data entry (punching computer 


cards) charge hovers in the middle when compared with the 
state and five other firms with rates ranging from a low of 
$5.40 per hour for the state to about $7.70 for American Com- 
puter Center. 


The city's $8.71 programmer rate per hour is lower than 


that of 12 other firms or governmental agencies; and the $12.90 
analyst or personnel cost per hour is also near the bottom. 
Only the state, Miller and Paine and American Computer 
Center have lower rates. 


City Lowers Some Rates 


Some of the rates proposed by the city have been lowered 


in the past month. In refining the rate schedule, the city 
lowered the data entry rate from $9.11 to $6.92 which it deter- 
mined was sufficient to handle costs. 


However, county department budgets for the 1975-76 fiscal 


year were projected using a higher rate. County officials es- 
timate that the savings difference between the first proposal 
and the current $6.92 charge should be about $7,000 for all 
county departments combined. 


The rate system may solve the problems of accountability 


and equity, but it cannot solve the problem of understanding 
exactly what data processing charges actually mean. 


The complexity of the computer age confounds the 


layman; the language and terms of data processing are alien. 


"No matter how you look at it, they've got us over a 


barrel," said one department head. 


"We've got the rates, but understanding them is a whole 


different matter."

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Israeli Forces Survive Raid

Israeli land and naval commandos raided 


two suspected Arab guerrilla bases on the 
Lebanese coast and then returned safely under 
an exchange of artillery fire, the Israeli com- 
mand in Tel Aviv reported early Monday. 


A military communique said the bases near 


Tyre had been used by Palestinian raiders for 
various operations against Israel, including an 
attack by terrorists on a Tel Aviv hotel last 
March. It made no mention of a terrorist 
bomb that went off in downtown Jerusalem 
Friday and killed 13 persons, but observers 
believed the Israeli attacks also were in 
retaliation for that incident. 


Sunday, the Israeli cabinet postponed a deci- 


sion on further withdrawals in the Sinai and 
Lebanese terrorists in Beirut threatened to toll 
a kidnaped U.S. Army colonel. 


The Israeli cabinet had been expected to 


make an announcement on what it might do to 
reach a partial accord with Egypt on the Sinai 
but instead it postponed action for 
"clarification" this week with Washington. 


Beirut terrorists holding Army Col. Ernest 


R. Morgan prisoner warned that they would 
kill him within 72 hours unless food and 


building materials were Riven to "the toiling 


A U.S. Embassy official confirmed that 


several foreign news agencies had received 
notes threatening Morgan but he would not 
say if contact had been made with the kid- 
napers. 


Informed sources said the notes referred to 


Morgan as "this American spy" and were 
signed by a group calling itself the Organiza- 
tion of Revolutionary Socialist Action. 


Palestinian guerrilla organizations im- 


mediately disclaimed any connection with the 
group. 


The notes demanded that the U.S. Embassy 


distribute food and construction material to 
the Maslakh district. The district suffered 
scores of casualties and extensive damage 
during the recent fighting between various 
religious and political factions that left more 
than 900 persons dead. 


Morgan, 43, of Petersburg, Va., was taken 


from a taxi by about 20 gunmen on the road to 
Beirut Airport last Sunday during the street 


Time magazine reported that Israel took ad- 


vantage of Lebanon's internal fighting to 
sneak in a dozen agents who killed eight 


Palestinians. The article said Time was told 
that agents of Mossad, the Israeli intelligence 
agency, slipped into Lebanon by helicopters 
and rubber dinghies and made three separate 
strikes on June 25, 26 and 29. One "hit," it 
said, was placing exposives that killed six per- 
sons and wounded 13 in a building used by a 
Palestinian guerrilla group. 


Observers had anticipated that the Israeli 


cabinet would reach some decisions on a par- 
tial accord with Egypt in the Sinai but cabinet 
members noted there are still unresolved 
problems. Some of the issues are expected to 
be dealt with at Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's meeting with Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger in Bonn this week. 


Well-informed sources said with the United 


States as mediator, Israel and Egypt had 
"more or less" agreed that the pact be in force 
for three years, plus eight months between the 
signing and the completion of Israel's 
withdrawal in the Sinai Desert. 


But among the undecided matters, the 


sources said, were. 


— The line to which Egypt wants Israel to 


withdraw and Israel's demand to station an 
early warning system in the desert against 
sudden attack.

— Israel's insistence that the United States 


promise it economic and military aid while the 
agreement is hi force. 


— Assurances that America will not 


pressure Israel into making territorial con- 
cessions to Syria or Jordan while the accord 
with Egypt is in effect. 


— An American guarantee of oil supplies to 


replace the fuel Israel will lose if it returns 
Sinai's Abu Rudeis oilfield to Egypt. 


A government communique said Israel 


would "continue the process of clarification 
with the United States in connection with the 
various elements of a possible agreement with 
Egypt." 


Egypt wants the Mitla and Gidi passes in 


their entirety in exchange for political con- 
cessions such as limits on economic and 
propaganda warfare against the Jewish state. 


But Jerusalem feels Egypt has still not 


clearly told it where it wants Israel to 
withdraw to, and whether it will agree to in- 
stall an early warning device on the passes that 
would forewarn each army of the other's 
military moves, the sources said. 


The communique said Israel's Washington 


ambassador, Simcha Dimtz, would return to 
Washington to pursue these questions.

Kathy Ricks spent six hours up in a tree 


recently. 


Hanging panda bears. Thirty of them, 


each with his own orange and cream- 
colored parachute. 


"I like to make myself smile," said the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln graduate 
art student as she explained the unusual 
panda bear "sculpture" which has found 
a temporary home in a Sheldon Art 
Gallery Sculpture Garden fir tree 


The piece - which is entitled "Just for 


a Smile" — is part of the summer-long 
Sheldon Midwestern sculpture exhibit. 


"Morp than half" of Ms. Ricks' work is 


done "in a whimsical vein," she said, ad- 
ding that she is always on the lookout for 
"absurd ideas." 


The panda bear idea came to her 


during a trip back to Nebraska from 
Florida. And once the idea was born, it 
took her about three weeks to complete 
the bears and parachutes. 


The bears are made of ceramic day 


which was molded, then fired and glazed. 
The parachutes from which they are 
suspended were sewn from an old 
parachute Ms. Ricks found hi a junk pile 
in a friend's backyard. 


Hanging the bears was the most dif- 


ficult part of the whole operation, accor- 
ding to Ms. Ricks. Her short step ladder 
only reached half-way up the tree, so she 
"shinnied" up the rest of the way. 


"I was really sore the next day," she 


said. 


Although she started out with 30 panda 


bears, one has fallen victim to an errant 
football (he's now bottomless); and a 
group of All State students made off with 
several more. 


She managed to retrieve and re-hang 


several of the stolen bears, and there are 
now "somewhere between 20 and 30" 
bears in the tree. 


Ms. Ricks said that she feels her 


humorous approach to art is just as valid 
as more conventional approaches. 
"There's still the craftsmanship," the 
selection of materials, various other 
decisions to be made even when the piece 
of art is in a lighter vein. 


Just because "it isn't on a pedestal" 


doesn't mean it isn't art, Ms. Ricks said. 


"People have this traditional idea of art 
... it has to look like what went before 
and it has to make you think and 
ponder," she said. 


Ms. Ricks said she thought the summer 


sculpture exhibit was "going to be a 
heavy-hearted show." So she asked 
herself, "Why not make it like a party?"

When she hung them, she had quite an 


audience. And many people have asked if 
they can "buy just one." 


She has also noticed the bears have 


brought a certain degree of notoriety to 
an otherwise ordinary tree. 


"People are starting to lie under that 


tree a lot more," she said.

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Senate To Probe Price Hikes By Oil Companies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A special Senate in- 


quiry to determine if oil companies purposely 
cut refinery production in order to raise gas- 
oline prices was announced Sunday by Sens. 
Henry M. Jackson and Adlai E. Stevenson. 


"The price of crude oil has dropped because 


of plentiful supplies both in this country and 
abroad, yet since January gasoline prices have 
risen sharply while the refineries have been 
operating at reduced levels," the two senators 
said in a joint statement. 


They said the first round of hearings will 


commence within two weeks by the perma- 
nent subcommittee.on investigations headed 
by-Jackson, D-Wash., and the Commerce sub- 
committee on oil and gas production and dis- 
tribution, headed by Stevenson, D-H1. 


Federal energy officials said last week they 


expect gasoline prices to increase by 3 to 5 
cents per gallon this summer and several 
major oil firms announced price hikes during 
the week. 


John Hill of the Federal Energy Administra- 


tion characterized the expected increases as 
largely seasonal, however, and said he 
expected prices to settle after the peak vaca- 
tion driving season. 


Eric Causner, acting deputy administrator 


of FEA, said it was too early to pinpoint the 
cause of the increase. 


The average national price of gasoline is 


about 56 cents a gallon, FEA officials said. 
They added the increases will not be uniform- 
ly felt across the country, but will vary from 
region to region. 


Consumer advocate Ralph Nader attacked 


the price increases Saturday, saying they are 
providing oil firms with a huge windfall profit. 


Nader called for price controls and said a 


major item in the increase is a hike in the 
price of that domestic oil which is not under 
controls. This, Nader charged, "enables 
domestic oil producers to reap a $2 billion 
windfall profit." 


In the statement announcing the planned in- 


vestigation of price increases, Jackson said, 
"clearly the oil companies have manufactured 
a shortage through manipulation of refinery 
output so they could raise retail gasoline 
prices as much as seven cents a gallon during 
the season vacationing Americans buy more 
gasoline." 


Nader said that the increases were being im- 


posed at a period of peak usage so reductions 


in fuel use in response to higher prices would 
be minimized. 


Jackson said Senate investigators have been 


looking into charges that for several months 
major oil firms have forced many dealers to 
stay open 24 hours a day to stimulate greater 
sales volume at higher prices. 


"Since February, gasoline prices have risen 


by as much as 20 per cent, while gasoline 
supplies have plunged by a similar amount to' 
record lows. It appears the gasoline inventory 
and pricing situation is a classic study in the 
power of the major oil companies to reverse 
the normal rules of supply and demand. The 
major oil companies apparently have enough 
control over gasoline production to turn an oil 
surplus into a shortage and drive prices up," 
said Stevenson.

It was gerbils that got Mike 


McCleery, 1729 Prospect, interested in 
maintaining and breeding tropical 
fish. 


About two years ago, the gerbils a 


friend was raising in an aquarium 
died. His wife, Elizabeth, got posses- 
sion of the aquarium and filled it with 
more likely inhabitants — tropical 
fish. 


Shortly after that, McCleery said, he 


became interested in feeding fish, 
breeding fish, cleaning the bowl and 
buying more fish. His wife, who still 
has a few fish of her own, is 
"tolerant," McCleery said with a 
pause, of his hobby. 


But McCleery is not alone. 


Enthusiasts say that raising fish is the 
nation's third most popular hobby, a 
$1 billion a year business with about 
200,000,000 fish being imported each 
year.

For three days, fish enthusiasts 


exhibited fish, traded fish, attended 
seminars on how to breed and care for 
fish and bunched around big 
aquariums to practice photographing 
fish. 


McCleery, a member of the city club 


for about one year, joined the ACA 
eight months ago. 


From that one cast-off gerbil home, 


his hobby has spread to eight or nine 
tanks, an expansion he didn't always 
have control over. 


"The fish had babies, and that is 


generally how I developed my hobby," 
he said. 


According to McCleery, his collec- 


tion is still small. The staunch 
enthusiasts with money to spend have 
as many as 60-100 tanks (some holding 
up to 250 gallons) and buy fish that sell 
for as high as $1004150 a pair, he said. 


The fish, native to Mexico, Central 


and South America, Africa, Ceylon 
and India, are puchased from local 
stores, traded and auctioned at con- 
ventioni or received through mail 
order companies, McCleery said. 


Once the hobbyists has his fish, the 


question is what to do with them—a 
problem most solve by breeding them, 
photographing them, or just dis- 
playing them. 


McCleery, who hasn't become in- 


terested in photographing fish, said 
breeding fish is popular because the 


hobbyist has to control the water 
chemistry and environment in his 
tanks for successful breeding. 


Some fish breed best in water with a 


high mineral content, he said, while 
others like a tank with plenty of 
plants, rocks or crevices. 


"Most of the time I just set up the 


tank, put in a teaspoon of salt, feed 
them and let them go," he said. 


What is there about fish that brings 


people from as far away as California 
and Kentucky to talk about them? 


"I like the different breeding habits 


and the colors," McCleery said. "If 
you get fish that nobody else bas and 
succeed in spawning them, that's 
good. It's satisfying."

“More than half” of Ms. Ricks’ worii is 
don e “in a whimsical v ein ,” she said, ad­ 
din g that she is alway s on the lookou t for 
“absu rd ideas.” 


The pan da bear id« i came to her 
du rin g a trip back to Nebraska from 
Florida. An d on ce the idea was born , it 
took her abou t three weeks to complete 
the bears an d parachu tes. 


The bears are made of ceramic clay 
which was molded, then fired an d glazed. 
The parachu tes from which they are 
su spen ded were sewn from an old 
parachu te Ms. Ricks fou n d in a ju n k pUe 
in a frien d’s backy ard.

They said the first rou n d of hearin gs will 
commen ce within two weeks by the perma­ 
n en t su bcommittee .on in v estigation s headed 
by Jackson , D-Wash., an d the Commerce su b­ 
committee on oil an d gas produ ction an d dis­ 
tribu tion , headed by Stev en son , D-Ill. 
Federal en ergy officials said last week they 


ex pect gasolin e prices to in crease by 3 to 5 
cen ts p a gallon this su mmer an d sev eral 
major oil firms an n ou n ced price hikes du rin g 
the week. 
John Hill of the Federal En ergy Admin istra­ 
tion characterized the ex pected in creases as 
largely season al, howev er, an d said he 
ex pected prices to settle after the peak v aca­ 
tion driv in g season . 
Elric Cau sn er, actin g depu ty admin istrator 
of FEA, said it was too early to pin poin t the 
cau se of the in crease. 
The av erage n ation al price of gasolin e is 
abou t 56 c« its a gallon , FEA officials said. 
They added the in creases will n ot be u n iform­ 
ly felt across the cou n try , bu t will v ary from 
region to region .

BOSTON (AP) - Beating back objection from 


Republicans, a committee of big city mayors 
criticised President Ford's defense budget Sun- 
day while renewing their appeal for more federal 
aid to cities

partisan lines, the resolutions committee of the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors voted to express dis- 
may at Ford's $107.7 billion defense spending 
request for this fiscal year. 


The resolution goes to a final vote Wednesday 


by the more than 300 mayors of cities over 30,000 
in population at the conference's annual meeting 
here. 


The committee approved a resolution by 


Milaukee's Democratic Mayor Henry Maier 
seeking a reordering of national priorities and 
resources away from defense needs toward 
domestic concerns. 


The resolution said Ford's military budget in- 


creases were "more than necessary to cover infla- 
'tion costs" despite an end to the Indochina war 
and improved relations with China and the Soviet 
Union. 
Htiwaii Has 
Volcanic 
Fireworks 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (AP) - 


Mother Nature celebrated the 
July Fourth weekend with her 
own fireworks as Mauna Loa 
volcano ended a 25-year sleep 
with a spectacular eruption. 


A major lava flow continued to 


pour down the northern flank of 
the 13,680-foot summit Sunday, 
according to scientists making 
aerial observations. It posed no 
immediate threat to populated 
areas. 


An earlier flow on the 


southeast side of the summit 
halted about six hours after the 
eruption began. 


The lava flowing down the 


north side of the mountain was 
headed towards a vast lava 
wasteland in the saddle area 
between Mauna Loa and the 
island's tallest mountain, Mauna 
Kea. 


The steadily moving lava, with ' 


<jne front 1.000 feet across and 
another 200 feet across, probably 
will pool between the moun- 
tains, said Dr. Robert Tilling, 
scientist in charge of the U.S. 
Geological Survey's volcano 
observatory here. 


However, if the activity con- 


tinues for several days that 
pooling could overflow and send 
lava towards Hilo, a city of 35,- 
000 located on the eastern coast 
of Hawaii Island, Tilling said. 


Police said they had received 


some calls from residents con- 
cerned about reports of possible 
evacuations they had beard on 
Honolulu radio stations. But of- 
ficers said there was no im- 
mediate danger and no plans to 
evacuate anyone. 


Fountaining from the fissures 


in the summit crater of Mauna 
Loa ranged between 60 and 150 
feet, setting off a bright glow 
which was visible from most 
parts of the 4,000-square-mile 
island, the largest in the 
•Hawaiian chain. 


Led by Republican Mayor Ralph Perk of 


Cleveland, chairman of a newly established 
caucus o! Republican mayors, the GOP mayors 
argued that big city executives aren't qualified to 
discuss the defense budget. 


Consulting a paper prepared by the White 


House Domestic Council, Perk said defense out- 
lays had decreased from 8.9% of the gross 
national product In I960 to 5.9% in the 1976 
budget, while non-defense spending went from 
11.6% to 16%. 


Democratic Mayor Maynard Jackson of Atlanta 


replied, "The real question is priorities. While in- 
creasing the defense budget, the administration is 
decreasing major programs that affect the lives of 
our citizens and inadequately increasing others." 


The conference staff has circulated a con- 


gressional study showing that inflation reduced 
the purchasing power of federal aid to cities by 
$600 million between fiscal 1974 and 1975. 


"We're interfering with defense policies when 


we should be asking for more aid to cities," Perk 
said. "I don't feel qualified to speak on defense 
matters," added Republican Mayor James J. 
Richey of Lakewood, Colo. 


But Democrat Richard J. Daley of Chicago 


replied, "What are we doing for our own people? 
We won't be strong anywhere in the world unless 
we're strong at home. Many of us who have been 
mayors for some time know the neglect of the 
cities of America." 


Two votes were taken, and the Republicans lost 


both, 1JM1 and 174. 


The resolutions called for enactment this year 


of an emergency anti-recession bill to aid cities 
and states with high unemployment. They also 
called for renewal this year of the general 
revenue-sharing program, under which the 
federal government has provided aid that states 
and local governments can spend as they choose.

That Nostalgic Summer Of '39 


Some ten days ago Don Long, 


secretary-treasurer of the Nebraska State 
Irrigation Association, issued a statement 
strongly supportive of various irrigation 
projects in Nebraska and took a poke at 
some of those who oppose such projects. 


Said Long: "The anti-development and 


anti-establishment people are duping the 
fish and wildlife folks into backing their 
cause ... An agency announces a project 
and a few who may lose property or who 
don't believe in the project immediately 
say it will pollute, dry up, cause cancer, en- 
danger wildlife and fish and ruin esthetics 
... Facts are of little importance and as 
soon as these issues are raised, those who 
start the trouble can sit back, watch the 
show, and believe it or not, have a good 
chance of winning." 


We share Long's concern for factual 


representation of what these various irriga- 
tion projects are all about. People obvious- 
ly have to take the arguments of each side 
with a grain of salt. Long implies that those 
who oppose irrigation projects, whom he 
obviously regards as irresponsible 
troublemakers, lack foundation for their 
opposition. 


On the other hand, there is ample 


reason to believe that project proponents 
offer incomplete, possibly inaccurate and 
self-serving justifications for the expen- 
diture of hundreds of millions of public tax 
dollars. 


More and more people are coming to 


doubt the appropriateness of agencies such 
as the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers or the 
Bureau of Reclamation conducting cost- 
benefit studies on projects in which they 
have such a great stake. There is too much 
opportunity for distortion. And many peo- 
ple resent the fact that promotion for many 
of these projects is carried on for years at 
public expense while opponents must pay 
their own costs to fight. 


We imagine that neither side in any 


water project fight has total claim on the 
truth. The "facts" are always in dispute. 


Take the proposed Norden Dam on the 


Niobrara River and the irrigation canals 
from it to farmland in the O'Neill area for 
example. 


The Bureau has last estimated the cost 


of the project, which will irrigate only 
some 77,000 acres of cropland, at $141 
million. Irrigation, recreation and flood 
control benefits and environmental and 
economic enhancement of the area justify 
the cost, the Bureau at local proponents 
say. 


Opponents, however, have filed suit to 


have the Bureau's statement revised, con- 
tending that Congress should have a clearer 
picture of what is at stake before ap- 
propriating huge sums of money for a 
project which may not be worth the cost. 


In sum, the Save the Niobrara River 


Association contends that the statement 
distorts the effect of the the project on the 
environment and distorts the economic 
feasibility of it. Other reputedly 
knowledgeable opponents 
specifically 


claim in part that the project cannot 
possibly deliver the amount of irrigation 
water projected by proponents — not 
enough to justify the cost of the project; 
that the siltation problem in the 
backwaters of the reservoir, the Niobrara 
and its tributaries is potentially an extreme 
hazard and has been neglected by the 
Bureau in assessing the impact of the 
project; that because of inflation and the 
Bureau's record of underestimating con- 
struction costs by an average of 72% over 
the years the cost of the project would 
more likely reach $385 million, over one- 
third of a billion dollars, and that laying out 
that much money would in effect be giving 
each benefitting irrigator $1 million hi 
public money — which is pretty fancy 
welfare. 


As we said, the facts are in dispute, not 


an uncommon occurrance when public 
works projects are at issue. 


And it's good that there are people 


who will "start the trouble" so that a 
clearer picture of the costs and benefits of 
projects such as the Norden Dam might 
emerge. 


The people paying the bill have a right 


to know how much it will cost, who will 
benefit and who and what will be hurt and 
a snow job by a vitally-^fected agency is 
not answer enough. 


The Example Of Kennedy College 


Insurmountable financial problems 


brought about mainly by declining 
enrolments finally forced closed the doors 
of John F. Kennedy College in Wahoo. The 
small, four-year, private liberal arts school 
finally went the way of many of its kind 
across the nation. 


We say "finally" because it took J.F.K. 


College a long time to die. And we say it 
not with a sense of relief but of respect. 
Although, some of its creditors may be 
relieved that the college corporation will 
declare bankruptcy. 


But the loyalty and service that little 


school inspired was truly amazing. 
Economic peril and physical disaster 


seemed to make everyone try harder to 
keep the school going. Faculty and staff 
served without pay or at reduced pay. 
Students helped to rebuild after fires took 
two of the main buildings on the small 
campus; they went on fund-raising mis- 
sions during summer vacations. President 
Ted Dillow traveled the country and 
dreamed up idea after idea to try to keep 
the college alive. 


In the end, it was to little avail — 


except that the tenacity of purpose 
exhibited by those who studied or worked 
at JFK can serve as a good example for 
those whose lives were never touched by 
the institution.

could easily have been wiped out 
by Croatian military forces. 


The fact that these Croatian 


units — the figure of 16 divisions 
in given — were fighting beside 
and under the command of Nazi 
Germany is conveniently 
forgotten. And, of course, they 
were in no position to fight 
anyone at all with success in 
"the spring of 1945 and during 
the preceding winter months," 
the period to which the article 
refers. Considerably earlier 
Tito's army had liberated 
Belgrade 
and most of

In these nine years the pound 


has lost 43% of its value in terms 
of the French franc and the West 
German mark. That is, a pound 
today buys little more than half 
as many francs and marks as it 
bought in 1966. The comparison 
with the currencies of Britain's 
natural competitors, near and 
comparable in size, is a realistic 
measure of economic perfor- 
mance — and a shocking one. 


Of course there have been 


reasons other than Wilson for 
the economic slide, old and deep 
reasons. But one of his basic 
characteristics has surely played 
a part. That is his overwhelming 
concern for the unity of the 
Labor Party. He regards that as 
essential to his own survival and 
hence cares more about it than 
about inflation, foreip policy — 
anything. 


It is Wilson's instinct not to 


fight with the trade unions that 
carry so much weight in the 


Labor Party. But curbing the 
economic excesses of the unions 
has for some time been the fun- 
damental task of British politics. 
For the enormous wage in- 
creases demanded and won by 
the unions in the last few years 
have pushed Britain into the in- 
dustrialized world's worst in- 
flation: 25% a year now, and 
moving up toward 50%.

For months now the 


government's economic advisers 
have been anxiously urguig it to 
act against wage inflation. But 
there was an eerie immobilism 
in the cabinet. 


Now at last the Labor govern- 


ment has acted, or at least an- 
nounced a policy. The policy is 
to limit wage increases in the 
next bargaining year, starting 
this fall, to 10%. By the stan- 


dards of most countries, that is a 
high figure, but in Britain it 
would be a remarkable reduc- 
tion from the recent union gains 
of 30% and more. 


The new Wilson policy, consis- 


tent with his instinct, is designed 
to get a pledge of cooperation 
from major unions without a 
system of enforcement by law. 
Such "voluntary" wage restraint 
necessarily arouses skepticism. 
But there may well be no prac- 
tical alternative in Britain at this 
moment to the Wilson tactics of 
caution and cajolery. The 
Conservative opposition is 
bitterly divided on how to deal 
with inflation. Wilson is not the 
only politician who remembers 
what happened the last time 
there was a legal confrontation 
with union power, in February, 
1974: The coal miners brought 
down a Conservative govern- 
ment.

had 16 strong divisions in the 
field, a force of about 250,000 
men, more than enough to wipe 
out Tito and his much publicized. 
partisans, whose only real vic- 
tories during the war were 
achieved in the pages of the 
Anglo-American press. 


"Many Croat officers wanted 


to go after the partisans lock, 
stock and barrel — exterminate 
them, and then fight to the last 
man against the Russians who 
could be expected to arrive at 
any time."* * if 
This is nonsense. If Tito's onty- 


"real victories" were in the 
press, how would one explain 
the subsequent eye-witness ac- 
counts of Sir Fitzroy MacLean 
or Col. F. W. Deakin who 
headed British military missions 
to the partisans? 


Or, for that matter, the con- 


siderable body of literature 


produced by Yugoslavs? Or 
masses of photographs? Or the 
military records of German and 
Italian armies which sought un- 
successfully to smash Tito? 


The reason it is necessary to 


put an end to such distortions as 
Willoughby's is that Tito has had 
trouble on and off with vestigial 
terror squads of the Fascist- 
Croatian Ustashi who con- 
tributed part of the "16 strong 
divisions" to which the general 
referred — 16 divisions which, 
incidentally, could scarcely have 
"exterminated" the partisans in 
1945 when they and their Axis 
allies had failed consistently to 
do so during almost four^ 
preceding years.

The conflict in Yugoslavia was' 


a combination of war against 
foreign occupying forces and of 
civil war between rival ethnic 
and ideological groups. 
Therefore it was unusually 
bloody with excessive violence 
on all sides. 


But it was definitively won by 


Tito and his adherents, who 
were aided by Anglo-American 


and Soviet material but did the 
basic job themselves. 


No impartial observer can 


deny that whatever else he has 
accomplished, Tito's primordial 
achievement was the rebuilding, 
of Yugoslavia, a federation of 
related south Slavic peoples in- 
cluding Serbs, Croats, Slovenes 
and Macedonians. Stirring the 
embers of old internecine dis- 
putes, which flamed in 1941, at 
Hitler's instigation, is scarcely 
useful nowadays, especially 
when malicious fiction and dis- 
torted facts are used for this 
prupose. 


Had Willoughby been privy to 


even the most elementary infor- 
mation concerning the subject 
he discusses, he would have 
realized the only country he 
might conceivably be aiding was 
Russia, his special bete noire. 
For there is no capital in Europe 
which does not anticipate that 
when Tito dies, there will be at 
least some attempts by pro- 
Soviet agents to disrupt 
Yugoslavia by dividing it — in 
order to rule it from Moscow.

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Establishing The 'Facts' 


So me ten day s ago Do n Lo ng, 
secretary -treasurer o f the Nebraska State 
Irrigatio n i\sso ciatio n, issued a statement 
stro ngly suppo rtiv e o f v ario us irrigatio n 
pro jects in Nebraska and to o k a po ke at 
so me o f tho se who o ppo se such pro jects. 
Said Lo ng : “ The anti-dev elo pment and 
anti-establishment peo ple are duping the 
fish and wildlife fo lks into backing their 
cause . . . An agency anno unces a pro ject 
and a few who may lo se pro perty o r who 
do n’t believ e in the pro ject immediately 
say it wll po llute, dry up, cause cancer, en­ 
danger wildlife and fish and ruin esthetics 
. . . Facts are o f little impo rtance and as 
so o n as these issues are raised, tho se who 
start the tro uble can sit back, watch the 
sho w, and believ e it o r no t, hav e a go o d 
chance o f winning.” 
We share Lo ng’s co ncern fo r factual 
representatio n o f what these v ario us irriga­ 
tio n pro jects are all abo ut. Peo ple o bv io us­ 
ly hav e to take the arguments o f each side 
with a grain o f salt. Lo ng implies that tho se 
who o ppo se irrigatio n pro jects, who m he 
o bv io usly regards as irrespo nsible 
tro ublemakers, lack fo undatio n fo r their 
o ppo sitio n. 
On the o ther hand, there is ample 
reaso n to believ e that pro ject pro po nents 
o ffer inco mplete, po ssibly inaccurate and 
self-serv ing justificatio ns fo r the ex pen­ 
diture o f hundreds o f millio ns o f public tax 
do llars. 
Mo re and mo re peo ple are co ming to 
do ubt the appro priateness o f agencies such 
as the U.S. Army Co rps o f Engineers o r the 
Bureau o f Reclamatio n co nducting co st- 
benefit studies o n pro jects in which they 
hav e such a great stake. There is to o much 
o ppo rtunity fo r disto rtio n. And many peo ­ 
ple resent the fact that pro mo tio n fo r many 
o f these pro jects is carried o n fo r y ears at 
public ex pense while o ppo nents must pay 
their o wn co sts to fight. 
We imagine that neither side in any 
water pro ject fight has to tal claim o n the 
truth. The “ facts” are alway s in dispute. 
Take the pro po sed No rden Dam o n the 
Nio brara Riv er and the irrigatio n canals 
fro m it to farmland in the O’Neill area fo r 
ex ample. 


The Bureau has last estimated the co st 
o f the pro ject, which will irrigate o nly 
so me 77,000 acres o f cro pland, at $141 
millio n. Irrigatio n, recreatio n and flo o d 
co ntro l benefits and env iro nmental and 
eco no mic enhancement o f the area justify 
the co st, the Bureau o f lo cal pro po nents 
say . 
Oppo nents, ho wev er, hav e filed suit to 
hav e the Bureau’s statement rev ised, co n­ 
tending that Co ngress sho uld hav e a clearer 
picture o f what is at stake befo re ap­ 
pro priating huge sums o f mo ney fo r a 
pro ject which may no t be wo rth the co st. 
In sum, the Sav e the Nio brara Riv er 
Asso ciatio n co ntends that the statement 
disto rts the effect o f the the pro ject o n the 
env iro nment and disto rts the eco no mic 
feasibility o f it. Other reputedly 
kno wledgeable o ppo nents specifically 
claim in part that the pro ject canno t 
po ssibly deliv er the amo unt o f irrigatio n 
water pro jected by pro po nents — no t 
eno ugh to justify the co st o f the pro ject; 
that the siltatio n pro blem in the 
backwaters o f the reserv o ir, the Nio brara 
and its tributaries is po tentially an ex treme 
hazard and has been neglected by the 
Bureau in assessing the impact o f the 
pro ject; that because o f inflatio n and the 
Bureau’s reco rd o f underestimating co n­ 
structio n co sts by an av erage o f 72% o v er 
the y ears the co st o f the pro ject wo uld 
mo re likely reach $3 85 millio n, o v er o ne- 
third o f a billio n do llars, and that lay ing o ut 
that much mo ney wo uld in effect be giv ing 
each benefiting irrigato r $1 millio n in 
public mo ney — which is pretty fancy 
welfare. 
As we said, the facts are in dispute, no t 
an unco mmo n o ccurrance when public 
wo rks pro jects are at issue. 
And it's go o d that there are peo ple 
who will “ start the tro uble” so that a 
clearer picture o f the co sts and benefits o f 
pro jects such as the No rden Dam might 
emerge. 
The peo ple pay ing the bill hav e a right 
to kno w ho w much it will co st, who will 
benefit and who and what will be hurt and 
a sno w jo b by a v itally -^^fected agency is 
no t answer eno ugh.

enro lments finally fo rced clo sed the do o rs

LONDON - In Ju ly , 1966, Bri­ 
tain was going throu gh an acu te 
stage of her long-ru nning 
economic melodrama. The 
prime minister, Harold Wilson, 
made a speech giv ing assu rance 
that the v alu e of the pou nd 
wou ld be maintained. He 
blamed the crisis atmosphere on 
“ The 
Sell-Britain-Short 
Brigade,” on “moaning Minnies 
and wet editorials.” 


Last month Wilson retu rned 
from a trip abroad and scoffed at 
the press and politicians for 
“ru shing arou nd lik e wet hens as 
thou gh some dev astating crisis 
has hit the cou ntry .” There were 
problems, he conceded, “bu t 
nothing has happened that in any 
way affects ou r ability to ov er­ 
come them.” 


HAROLD WILSON

After nine y ears, most of them 
as prime minister, Wilson 
retains a marv elou s air of calm 
and confidence. He can still 


throw a good wet phrase at the 
messengers who bring bad news. 
The one thing that has changed 
is the economic reality u n­ 
derneath his pose.

In these nine y ears the pou nd 


has lost 43% of its v alu e in terms 
of the French franc and the West 
German mark . That is, a pou nd 
today bu y s little more than half 
as many francs and mark s as it 
bou ght in 1966. 'The comparison 
with the cu rrencies of Britain’s 
natu ral competitors, near and 
comparable in size, is a realistic 
measu re of economic perfor­ 
mance — and a shock ing one. 
Of cou rse there hav e been 
reasons other than Wilson for 
the economic slide, old and deep 
reasons. Bu t one of his basic 
characteristics has su rely play ed 
a part. That is his ov erwhelming 
concern for the u nity of the 
Labor Party . He regards that as 
essential to his own su rv iv al and 
hence cares more abou t it than 
abou t inflation, foreign policy — 
any thing. 


Labor Party * Bu t cu rbing the 
economic ex cesses of the u nions 
has for some time been the

Now at last the Labor gov ern­ 
ment has acted, or at least an­ 
nou nced a policy . The policy is 
to limit wage increases in the 
nex t bargaining y ear, starting 
this fall, to 10%. By the stan­ 


dards of most cou ntries, that is a 
high figu re, bu t in Britain it 
wou ld be a remark able redu c­ 
tion from the recent u nion gains 
of 30% and more. 
The new Wilson policy , consis­ 
tent with his instinct, is designed 
to get a pledge of cooperation 
from major u nions withou t a 
sy stem of enforcement by law. 
Su ch “v olu ntary ” wage restraint 
necessarily arou ses sk epticism. 
Bu t there may well be no prac­ 
tical alternativ e in Britain at this 
moment to the Wilson tactics of 
cau tion and cajolery . The 
Conserv ativ e opposition is 
bitterly div ided on how to deal 
with inflation. Wilson is not the 
only politician who remembers 
what happened the last time 
there was a legal confrontation 
with u nion power, in Febru ary , 
1974; The coal miners brou ght 
down a Conserv ativ e gov ern­ 
ment.

A narrow, 43-38% pluarlity of 


Americans feels that Sen. 
Edward Kennedy "would in- 
spire confidence in the White 
House." 


The results of this latest Harris 


Survey are essentially the same 
as those of a year ago, when a 46- 
40% plurality felt that Kennedy 
could generate public faith in the 
presidency. 


Standing Improved 


However, Kennedy has im- 


proved his standing with 
Americans on a number of other 
issues: 


- A 52-30% majority does not 


believe that the Chappaquiddick 
incident was covered up and 
should disqualify Kennedy from 
becoming president. In 1974, 
only a small plurality, 4542%, 
did not agree with the two 
charges. 


— Public opinion of 


Kennedy's leadership abilities 
has changed from negative to

positive. A 44-38% plurality 
believes Kennedy "could give 
the country the'inspired 
leadership we need," compared 
to the 45-40% who did not think 
so in 1974. 


— For the first time since 


1972, Americans trust Kennedy's 
integrity. A 4340% plurality dis- 
agrees with the charge that 
Kennedy's integrity "cannot ful- 
ly be trusted," compared to the 
4644% plurality who agreed 
with it in 1974. 


— A 72-11% majority believes 


that Kennedy "works hard at his 
job and is a good U.S. senator," 
which represents no change of 
public opinion during the last 
year. 


- A 51-28% majority feels 


that Kennedy "wants to help 
those who are weak and less 
privileged, and the country can 
use such leadership." These 
results represent a slight loss for 
Kjnnedy since 1974, when a 56- 
27% majority believed in 
Kennedy's concern for the un- 
derprivileged. 


One of Kennedy's greatest 


obstacles is the plurality opinion 
(4941%) that "he has gone as far 
as he has because of his name." 
Yet the percentage who now 
believe that Kennedy owes his 
career to his family name is con- 
siderably less than it was in 1974, 
when 59-35% thought so.

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A Lot Has Changed In 200 Years Of American Farming

Those embattled formers who 


shot at British troops at the 
Lexington bridge back in 1776 
would hardly be called farmers 
by today's standards. 


Some, such as the comman- 


ding general of the colonial 
troops. George Washington, 
owned huge tracts of land, but 
all the farming was done with 
man and woman power, and 
often by slaves, since a limited 
amount of oxen and horse power 


for heavy hauling and plowing 
was available. 


Early day farmers sowed their 


gram by hand in a fashion 
depicted by the sower on the top 
of the Nebraska Capitol; 
however, some oldtimen insist 
that the statue is shown doing 
the job wrong. 


The New Holland Co., which 


makes farm equipment, has 
prepared a book of historical 
photos, drawings and stories 
about fanning as their contribu- 


tion to the nation's 200th 
birthday. 


The book notes that Indians 


started the corn husking bee. 
Also the custom of a red corn ear 
finder getting a kiss from any 
girl began with the Iroquois In- 
dians but was enthusiastically 
accepted by the colonial 
farmers. 


While some early day fanners, 


such as General Phylip Schuyler 
of New York, built their barns so 
the rains could flush the manure 
into the river, others were early

advocates of good conservation. 


The Rev. Jared Eliot of 


Connecticut introduced clover 
and crop rotation to farmers in 
the mid 1770's, and Thomas 
Jefferson was a pioneer in the 
development of contour plowing 
to minimize soil erosion. 


Cheap land, however, tended 


to discourage good farming prac- 
tices. Revolution-era New York 
farms produced 90 to 35 bushels 
of wheat to the acre. With poor 
farming practices, such as the 
wastage of manure, the yields 
dropped to 8 bushels within 50 
years. 


Hay played a role in winning 


the nation's independence. It 
provided feed for hones, bed- 
ding for men and at least at the 
battle of Dorchester Heights, 
huge 700-pound bales made in a 
horse-operated jay press were 
used to build a fort. , 


Early day farmers quickly 


learned that lime aided in the 
production of clover for hay. 
They loaded lime rock onto huge 
wooden sleds and pulled it by 
oxen to lime kilns, where it was 
burned for several days to 
extract lime used for plaster or 
for fertilizing clover. 


Moving livestock to market 


was simply a matter of driving 
cattle to town. Most families 
processed their own meats after 
purchasing it live from fanners 
on market day. 


Drovers made a business of 


driving cattle, hogs and even 


flocks of turkeys and geese 
bought from farmers to the city 
and marketing them at a profit. 


Protecting livestock from 


predators was a problem for 
colonial farmers just as it is 
today for sheep herders and 
poultry men. 


One or more Guinea hens 


placed in flocks of chickens and 
barnyard fowl to discouraged 
molestation from hawks. 


One Kentucky fanner in the 


early 1800's trained cows to 
chase off foxes and wolves by 
bring a dog to the pasture when 
the cow had a calf. The calf then 
learned from his mother to 
chase anything that looked like a 
dog and later grew to a full 
grown steer equipped with 
marvelously well-developed 
horns that were more than 
adequate to defend the farmer's 
flock. 


The same steers were later 


used as oxen after they were 4 
years old and had gained full 
strength, serving two purposes, 
guard and plow-pulling animal. 


Today's truckers roaring up 


and down the interstate roads 
have replaced the Conestoga 
wagons and their six-horse 
teams that "trucked" produce 
from one community to another. 


Incidentally, the name for a 


cigar, Stogies, rvune from the 
practice of smoking cheap 
black cigars by the Conestoga 
wagon drivers. 


Truckers often own their own 


expensive equipment. The same 
was true in colonial days when a 
fully equipped wagon powered 
by six nones set the owner back 
some $1,200. 


Ben Franklin operated what 


was probably the country's first 
freight line when he mustered 
thousands of wagons for service 
to the British army during the 
French and Indian war. 


Manuel Custer, father of 


General George Armstrong 
Custer who was killed at Little 
Big Horn, was a prominent 
Conestoga wagon builder. 


Poor Richard's Improved 


Almanac provided farmers with 
helpful hints on ways to increase 
milk production, or to treat a 
sick horse, but there was no 
extension service as we know it 
today. 


Farmers did form agricultural 


societies which took the lead in 
better farming methods, held 
fairs and helped develop some 
farm tools. 


British soldiers quickly 


learned that a farmer armed 
with the rifle he kept his family 
fed with was more than a match

The nation's freight-car fleet 


increased by 5,873 new and 
rebuilt cars last April, but the 
data, which shows the increase 
to have been 1,040 more new 
cars than the same month last 
year, also shows that orders for 
new cars dropped to 1,485 com- 
pared to 13,393 a year ago. 


Railroads claim they will have

Wheat prices have held up 


better than many expected after 
the wheat harvest began, 
primarily because of unexpected 
reasons. 


First, farmers held on to 


wheat in Texas and Oklahoma 
that is normally the first wheat 
harvested. Most of the crop is 
usually sold from the combine to 
take advantage of early harvest 
prices which generally are 
higher than late harvest prices.

Those embattled farmers who 
shot at Britisdi troops at the 
Lex ington bridge back in 1776 
would hardly be called farmen 
by today ’s standards. 
Some, such as the comman­ 
ding general of the colonial 
troops, George Washington, 
owned huge tracts of land, but 
all the farming was done with 
man and woman power, and 
often by slav es, since a limited 
amount of ox en and horse power 


for heav y hauling and plowing 
was av Tulable. 
Early day farmers sowed their 
grain by hand in a fashion 
depicted by the sower on the top 
of the Nebraska Capitol; 
howev er, some oldtimers insist 
that the statue is shown doing 
the Job wrong.

The nation’s freight-car fleet 
increased by 5,87 3 new and 
rebuilt cars last April, but the 
data, which shows the increase 
to hav e been 1,04 0 more new 
cars than the same month last 
y ear, aLso shows that orders for 
new cars dropped to 1,485 com­ 
pared to 13,393 a y ear ago. 
Railroads claim they will hav e 
enough cars this y ear to handle 
the wheat harv est, and also the 
feed grain harv est this fall.

Wheat prices hav e held up 
better than many ex pected after 
the wheat harv est began, 
primarily because of unex pected 
reasons. 
First, farmers held on to 
wheat in Tex as and Oklahoma 
that is normally the first wheat 
harv ested. Most of the crop is 
usually sold from the combine to 
take adv antage of early harv est 
prices which generally are 
higher than late harv est prices. 
Second, the persistent stories 
flitting through the grain trade 
that Russia might hav e to buy 
U.S. wheat stopped farmers 
from selling their wheat. 


A group of Russian buy ers and 
grain men were in the U.S. to 
discuss crop reporting sy stems 
and grain q uality problems, but 
were ex tremely careful to av oid 


say ing any thing that suggested 
they might buy grain. 
A U.S. report that Russian 
wheat crop prospects were 
declining prompted a Russian 
announcement of “puzzlement” 
at the U.S. report.

Most food packages have a new look! 
As of June 30, U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration regulations governing 
nutritional labeling of food products went 
into effect. 


For sometime, .many supermarket shelves 


have shown the results of regulation in an- 
ticipation of the federal deadline. 


Labels now carry a standardized panel of 


nutritional information giving a detailed 
breakdown of protein, fast, carbohydrates 
and seven vitamins and minerals. 


Under the new rules, nutritional labeling is 


still voluntary unless manufacturers have 
added a nutrient to their product or make a 
nutritional claim for it. However, if there is 
any nutritional labeling, it must be complete 
and in the exact form prescribed by the 
FDA. 


Said Far-Reaching 


Most agree that the effects of this major 


change which involved the efforts of govern- 
ment, the food industry and public interest 
groups, will be far-reaching. 


Consumer advocates assert that the new 


changes offer both a new measure of protec- 
tion and a challenge* for those who fill the 
family market basket. 


For many with medical problems such as 


diabetes or allergies, ingredient listing will 
provide an opportunity to avoid potentially 
harmful products and will help consumers 
conform to dietary rules. 


Nutrition experts hope the new labels will 


influence often-criticized American eating 


habits in a more healthful direction. 
Ignorance is no longer an excuse. 


Regulations require the number of 


calories and the gram amounts of protein, 
carbohydrate and fat furnished by one 
serving be shown. 


The percentage of the U.S. Recommended 


Daily Allowances (USRDA) for certain 
nutrients provided in one serving of the 
product must also be shown. 


Highest Amounts 


The U.S. Recommended Daily Allowance 


generally represents the highest amounts of 
nutrients that should be eaten daily by 
healthy people. Food label space doesn't 
permit a full table showing how the food 
meets the nutrient needs for each sex at 
various age levels; therefore, one figure for 
each nutrient was chosen as the standard on 
which to base the label percentages to 
simplify labeling. 


Generally, the highest amount of nutrient 


was selected, thus providing a margin of 
safety and allowing for individual variations. 


Changes in advertising are also underway, 


with the Federal Trade Commission acting 
as the watchdog. 


Under new rules, no food can be adver- 


tised simply as "nutritious" unless it con- 
tains at least 10% of the U.S. recommended 
daily allowance per 100 calories, of at least 
four nutrients, including protein. 


Claims such as "loaded with protein" can- 


not be made unless the food contains at least 
35% of the U.S. RDA for that nutrient and no 
foods can be labeled "dietetic" unless the 
label states the number of calories per ser- 
ving.

If the situation should arise hi 


which there is no reasonable 
expectation of my recovery from 
physical or mental disability, I 
request that I be allowed to die 
and not be kept alive by artificial 
means or "heroic measures." I 
do not fear death itself as much 
as the indignities of deteriora- 
tion, dependence and hopeless 
pain. I therefore ask that 
medication be mercifully ad- 
ministered to me to alleviate suf- 
fering even though this may 
hasten the moment of death.

sales of hamburger mixtures 
made by blending textured soy 
protein into meat to bring down 
the cost.

Berkeley, Mrs. Florence 
McDonald, plans to turn back 
16,000 from her $23,000 salary to 
community agencies. 


That way she will not earn 


more than the highest paid ol 
her 19 fulltime employes. 


And Mrs. McDonald thinks 


other Americans should follow 
her example of accepting only 
the money they need too survive. 


"All my life I have worked to 


do away with the inequities in 
America, the gap between the 
rich and the poor," Mrs. 
McDonald, mother of rock star 
Country Joe McDonald, said. 


"It's obscene that anyone has 


more income than he needs. 
Maybe we should pass a law 


limiting everybody to a salary of 
$50,000." 


People who seek top 


governmental jobs, she says, 
have other compensations than 
money. They have the oppor- 
tunity to accomplish public 
good, and she says people should 
not seek such jobs unless they 
are commited to change. 


To the campaign for auditor, 


usually a hum-drum affair, Mrs. 
McDonald, 59, brought an out- 
spoken political pitch. She ran as 
"a progressive," which in 
Berkeley parlance means the 
radical end of the spectrum. 


By a narrow margin, she beat 


two opponents April 15 who split 
the mainstream vote — the 
middle-aged female incumbent 
and a liberal woman who talked 


about improving the office's 
professionalism. 


Mrs. McDonald said she would 


open her office at night and issue 
reports in simple language, "not 
gobbledy gook," on where city 
money goes.

Seeking 
Treatment 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Ruf- 


fian, who shattered two sesa- 
moid bones in her right front 
ankle Sunday, was taken to Dr. 
William 0. Reed's Hospital for 
surgery. 


The Locust Hill Farm filly suf- 


fered the injury during her 
match race with Foolish 
Pleasure earlier in the day, with 
the Kentucky Derby winner 
going on lor the uncontested 
victory. She was operated on im- 
mediately upon reaching the 
hospital by Dr. Edward Reefer, 
and after surgery a cast and 
outside brace will be put on as 
was done to Spanish Riddle. 


Dr. Emanuel A. Gilman had 


said immediately after the race 
that Ruffian might have to be 
destroyed, but everything would 
be done to save her. 


Dr. Reefer, an orthopedic doc- 


tor at New York Hospital, was 
attended by Dr. Reed, Dr. 
G i I'm a n and three other 
veteranarians in the operation 
which took eight hours for 
Spanish Riddle. 


Spanish Riddle, however, was 


so badly injured that an ar- 
tificial fetlock had to be made 
for him, but he still survived. 
Spanish Riddle was hurt at the 
end of the 1973 season and now 
stands in stud in Virginia. 


Ruffian was loaded into the 


hospital ambulance from her 
barn at Belmont Park at 7:35 
p.m. as Mr. Stuart A. Janney, his 
owner, stoically looked on. His 
wife was not able to control her 
emotions and was sobbing as she 
crumpled a program.

William 0. Reed termed 
successful surgery Sunday night. 


But, Reed said the magnifi- 


cent filly's chances of survival 
were still uncertain. 


"The most critical point in her 


life is the next two hours," Reed 
said after emerging from the 
operating room at 9:40 p.m. 
CDT. 


Ruffian, who shattered her 


right ankte in the backstretch of 
her $350,000 match race with 
Foolish Pleasure earner Sunday, 
was to come out of anesthesia 
between 11 p.m. and midnight. 


"There is no question that 


shell never race again," said 
Reed, who put her chances of 
surviving at "better than 2-1." 


Dr. Reed said mat he was 


afraid Ruffian would come out 
of the anesthesia and possibly 
undo everything that had been 
done for her on the operating 
table if she got too excited. 


Ruffian shattered two 


sesamoid bones in her right 
ankle during the race and was 
taken to Dr. Reed's Equine 
Hospital, just outside the Bel- 
mont Park stable area, at 6:35 
"She was in very bad shape at 


the time," Reed said. "We had 
difficulty stabilizing her with 
anesthesia and it took quite a 
while before we could begin to 
operate. 


"It was touch and go hi certain 


areas. We've put down a lot of 
horses that were not really as 
badly injured as she. 
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"But I won't put her down un- 


less I really have to." 


Reed performed the surgery 


with a team mat included Bel- 
mont Park veterinarian Dr. 
Manuel A. Oilman. 


Gilman said Ruffian shat- 


tered two sesmoid bones in her 
right ankle, and blood was 
pouring from the wound. 


Her right ankle was encased in 


an inflatable cast before she was 
loaded into the ambulance and 
taken back to her barn. 


At her barn, Gilman appar- 


ently was not satisfied with the 
first cast and removed it to put 
on another. The robust filly, un- 
able to walk, was then lifted by 
Whiteley and three others and 
carried into her stall. 


Whiteley was too concerned 


about the welfare of his filly to 
talk to newsmen as he asked 
security guards to chase them 
away. 


Ironically, it was Foolish 


Pleasure's jockey, Braulio 
Baeza, who first knew the 
tragedy that had struck Ruf- 
fian. 


"I was going down the 


backstretch and she was working 
to try and get away, but my colt 
stayed with them," Baeza 


recounted. "Then I saw it 
happen. I could hear it crack." 


The crowd of 50,764, at first 


unaware of Ruffian's injury, gas- 
ped as Foolish Pleasure sudden- 
ly spurted into the lead, then an 
enormous groan engulfed the 
grandstand as the people saw 
their favorite standing alongside 
the backstretch hedge. 


Jockey J a c i n t o Vasquez 


quickly dismounted and stood 
helplessly alongside Ruffian, 
while Foolish Pleasure unobtru- 
sively finished the 1~% mile 
route for the $225,000 winner's 
purse. 


"The great match race" had 


come to the saddest of all possi- 
ble endings. 


Ruffian, unbeaten in her 10 


previous starts, clearly had cap- 
tured the fancy of New York 
fans. 


As she came onto the track 


from the paddock, a tremen- 
dous roar of excitement greeted 
her and the people surged to the 
rail to get a better view of this 
magnificent coal black filly. 
When Foolish Pleasure, the 
Kentucky Derby winner, 
followed her onto the track a 
minute later, he was virtually ig- 
nored. 
And 
when 
Ruffian 


broke into a trot on her way to 
the starting gate, it brought 
another cheer from the crowd. 


She was not only the sentimen- 


tal favorite of the fans, but the 
bettors had made her the 2-5 
choice and Foolish Pleasure

Tracksters 
Seek 'Rally' 


Prague, Czechoslovakia (AP) 


— The U.S. track and field team, 
routed by the Russians at Kiev, 
flew into Prague Sunday night 
hoping for a comeback in a two- 
day triangular meet with the 
Czechs and the Poles. 


"Our team feels it's now 


rested and ready for a very good 
meet Monday and Tuesday. We 
are glad we aren't coming here 
under the same circumstances as 
in Kiev," U.S. official Pat Rico 
declared at Prague Airport. 


The hastily 
assembled 


American team obviously han- 
dicapped by a jet flight time lag, 
suffered its biggest loss ever to 
the Russians Friday and Satur- 
day in the history of the U.S.- 
Soviet track competition. 


The Americans now face a 


star-studded Polish team and the 
relatively weak Czechoslovaks in 
two evening competitions at 
52,000-capacity Strahov Stadium 
on the wooded hills above 
Prague Castle. 


It will be the first-ever track 


competition between the Czechs ' 
and Americans, and the 
Americans' first against the 
Poles since 1965 when they 
managed a slim victory. 


Spearheaded by sprinter Irina 


Szewinska, triple jumper Michal 


Joachomowski and Bornislav 
Malinowski in the steeplechase, 
the Poles are good bets to beat 
the U.S. this time. 


The Czechs boast world record 


holders Ludvik Daenk in the 
men's discus and Helena 
Fibingerova in the women's shot 
put, but they lack the depth in 
running events to compete even- 
ly with the Poles and Americans. 


At Kiev, The Soviet men 


smashed a pickup U.S. team 129- 
89 hi events Friday and Saturday 
for the biggest victory margin 
over the Americans in 13 meets 
of the series. 


The Soviet women beat the 


Americans 96-49, equalling their 
1963 triumph in Moscow. The 
combined totals were 225 points 
for the Soviets and 138 for the 
Americans. 


The American men fielded a 


team dotted with second and 
third stringers because the Kiev 
meet was canceled and then 
rescheduled at the last minute. 
The Americans had to call in 
athletes scattered around „ 
Europe and America, and some 
of them arrived only on the day 
of the meet. 


McAllister Wins 
Wheeling Meet 


Wheeling, W. Va. (AP) - 


Susie McAllister charged out of 
the pack in the final round of the 
second Wheeling LPGA Classic 
Sunday to record her first 
professional golf tour victory. 


She finished at four-under-par 


212 for a one-stroke victory over 
runner-up Jan Ferraris. The 27- 
year-old Miss McAllister carded 
a final round 70 to nip Miss 
Ferraris, who had a final 72. 


Karolyn Kertzman, who led 


after the first two days of the 54- 
hole tournament, skidded to a 
three-over-par 75 and finished at 
214, two under par. 


Gloria Ehret, Hollis Stacey 


and Gerda Boykin were next 
with one under-par 215s. 


Miss McAllister took the lead 


for good on 16 with a par while 
Miss Ferraris bogied the hole 
after taking two shots to get out 
of the sand trap. 


The bogey dropped Miss 


Ferraris to three under par for 
the tourament and she was un- 
able to make up the strokes in 
the two closing holes. Her final 
attempt at a tie came on 18, 
when a 20-foot birdie putt ran 
just past the hole on the right. 


Miss McAllister, who collected 


$5,700 for her first victory, 
started the day two under par. 
She birdied the second, fourth 
and fifth holes and bogied six 
and seven in making the turn in 
one-under*par 35. 


She collected eight pars and a 


single birdie on the back nine, 
that coming on the 365-yard par- 
four 13th hole. 


Miss Kertzman, who started 


the day five under par, made the 
turn in even par 36, hut she ran 
Into trouble on 12, four-putting 
from eight feet to drop back to 
jut two under par. 


She bogied 16 before finishing 


the tournament with a birdie on 
the 54th hole. 


Miss McAllister, a native of 


Beaumont, Tex., and a pro since 
1971, stayed near the lead the 
first two days with a par 72 
Friday and a two-under-par 70 
Saturday. Playing in the final 
group of the day, she avoided the 
considerable pitfalls on the back 
nine of the 6,050-yard Speidel 
Course at Wheeling's Oglebay 
Park. 


Scrambling at times, she 


avoided bogies on the back nine 
and her birdie at 13 gave her the 
one-stroke margin which she 
carried the rest of the way. 


Miss McAllister temporarily 


faltered on the front nine, taking 
consecutive bogies and dropping 
back to three under. 


It appeared that Miss Feraris 


would finally take control of the 
tournament. She was deadly ac- 
curate on the front nine but had 
several birdie putts stay out of 
the cup on the front side. It was 
more of the same on the second 
nine until the disastrous 16th 
when her approach shot to the 
green found a trap.

Seek 'Rally' 


Prague, Czechoslovakia (AP) 
— The U.S. track and field team, 
routed by the Russians at Kiev, 
flew into Prague Sunday night 
hop ing for a comeback in a two- 
day triangular meet with the 
Czechs and the Poles. 
“Our team feels it’s now 
rested and ready for a very good 
meet Monday and Tuesday . We 
are glad we aren’t coming here 
under the same circumstances as 
in Kiev,’’ U.S. official Pat Rico 
declared at Prague Airp ort. 
The hastily assem bled 
American team obviously han­ 
dicap p ed by a jet flight time lag, 
suffered its biggest loss ever to 
the Russians Friday and Satur­ 
day in the history of the U.S.- 
Soviet track comp etition. 
The Americans now face a 
star-studded Polish team and the 
relatively weak Czechoslovaks in 
two evening comp etitions at 
52.000-cap acity Strahov Stadium 
on the wooded hills above 
Prague Castle. 
It will be the first-ever track 
comp etition between the Czechs " 
and A m ericans, and the 
Americans’ first against the 
Poles since 1965 when they 
managed a slim victory . 
Sp earheaded by sp rinter Irina 
Szewinska, trip le jump er Michal_ 


Joachomowski and Bornislav 
Malinowski in the steep lechase, 
the Poles are good bets to beat 
the U.S. this time. 


The Czechs boast world record 
holders Ludvik Daenk in the 
m en’s discus and Helena 
Fibingerova in the women’s shot 
p ut, but they lack the dep th in 
running events to comp ete even­ 
ly with the Poles and Ammcans. 


At Kiev, The Soviet men 
smashed a p ickup U.S. team 129- 
89 in events Friday and Saturday 
for the biggest victory margin 
over the Americans in 13 meets 
of the series. 


The Soviet women beat the 
Americans 96 4 9, equalling their 
1963 triump h in Moscow. The 
combined totals were 225 p oints 
for the Soviets and 138 for the 
Americans. 


The American men fielded a 
team dotted with second and 
third stringers because the Kiev 
meet was canceled and then 
rescheduled at the last minute. 
The Americans had to call in 
athletes scattered around. 
Europ e and America, and some 
of them arrived only on the day 
of the meet.

Gen. Clarence Meyer 
decided against another term. 
“ I’m finding myself doing 


things I never foresaw,” Douglas 
said, adding, “It’s a lot more 
time-consuming that I an­ 
ticipated.” 
For one thing, he said, the 


pressure is greater and when he 
or his staff does something, 
“that decision has a greater im­ 
pact” than it did when he did 
something as Lancaster County 
attorney. 
‘More With Issues' 


Another difference between 


his present job and his old one, 
Douglas said, is that “ over 
there,” referring to his old office 
just a few blocks to the west of 
the Capitol in the County-Qty 
Building, “you dealt directly 
with people. Over here, you deal 
more with issues.” 


Would he trade? 
“I really enjoyed those 19 


years in the county attorney’s of­ 
fice and now I’m enjoying this 
just as much,” Douglas said. “I 
just hope that 19 years from now 
I can say I’ve enjoyed this as 
much.” 
He also said one thing he 


doesn’t miss is “being on call all 
hours of the day and night. If 
somebody kills somebody, 
you’ve got to go.” 
‘Can Make Plans’ 
The hours aren’t any shorter, 


necessarily, Douglas said. “But I 
do know in advance what I’m 
going to be doing and I can make 
plans.” 
Because the new job turned 


out to be more demanding than 
originally thought, Douglas said, 
some of the ttoigs he set out to 
do before he moved into his of­ 
fices in the Capitol have been 
put back a bit. 
One of his first pledges was to 


try and provide more help to 
county attorneys. 
Douglas said he’s been looking 


at prosecutor training courses 
used in New Jersey and he also 
plans to visit with the County At­ 
torneys Association to see if 


something can’t be worked out 
to put together a reference trial 
manual. 
Dig^ng through some boxes in 


an office closet — “I hav^i’t 
even had time to empty out the 
boxes I brought over here” — 
Douglas produced some desk 
manuals that he compiled f(^ 
himself. 
They cover various procedures 


and technical points. 
Carry With Him 
Douglas said what he en­ 
visions is a book that an attorney 
can carry with him into the cour­ 
troom. 
He also said, in asking the 


County Attorneys Association 
about the matter, “I don’t care 
who does it, as long as it gets 
done.” 
He said the important thing is 


to get something, especially for 
those county attorneys serving in 
the outstate areas. 
“Reasearch in a one-man of­ 
fice is pretty difficult,” he said, 
particularly when a trial is in 
progress. 
Another thing Douglas said he 


wants to do is fully reference 
various legal briefs so that the 
technical and legal points they 


contain are within easy reach of 
any attorney. 
And, said Douglas, all those 


things will get done.
